$400; slaves from fifty-five to sixty years, 
$200. The value of female slaves i» put 
e.t-25 per cent, lower than these rates. 


Tho Walker Lake Bulletin v«rr sensi- 


bly and properly says: 


For a long time it seemed to be the 


proper thing for people with the stomach- 
ache to mention as an original idea that 
the State was dead. Many advocated a 
return to a territorial condition, and 
following the lead of demagogues who 
know that hard times is an ever popular 
theme, were unceasingly doleful in their 
predictions. These people with sour 
stomach* and deseased livera will now 
either have to move to another State or 
tako a cour»9 of some of the well adver- 
tised patent medicines. In their dis- 
tempered state of mind they cannot live 
long here under our present conditions. 
The truth is the Sute was neither dead 
nor sleeping. It was only taking wbr.t 
the sailors call forty winks, ready at the 
proper time to spring into aetive wide- 
awake life. All hands are now on deck 
and it would be hard to find a country 
with eo much promise of prosperity. 
Everywhere over the State developments 
are being made. Not alone in this 
eoanty, but in all the counties are evi- 
denoeii of increasing resource*, and in 
no State in the Union it there so en- 
couraging an outlook for the poor man 
who i» willing to exert himself for his 
own benefit. This couaty in another 
year will keep a mint busy. 
It is with- 


out doubt the best mineral section in 
the United States. Not one or two well 
definnd districts, not a dozen; it can 
scarcely be divided into districts except 
arbitrarily. It may be called one large 
mining district with good mines in all 
quarters excepting the Beservation, 
where they only wait the pleasure of 
the Indian authorities. The big nines 
«t Aurora will iu a few months pay 
dividends to the English owners and 
give employment to hundreds of people 
here. Pine Grove ia getting to be a 
mining cainp which in other sectioao 
would be notable. It is a camp where 
poor men make money out of their 
claims. The Waguch mountains are 
showing gold ledgos for miles along 
their range, and in ft short time many a 
bxr of tfold will come down from the 
well watered and well wooJed canons. 
Gold Mountain is again a bullion pro- 
ducing district; Alida Valley promises 
better than ever. Caudelaria has stepped 
to the front line with a development iu 
the Holmes mine which, is said to be the 
greatest ever made iu that great miee. 
Our own Huwthorne District with the 
wonderful Lapauta is almost enough for 
one county, while the outside districts 
which are now being opened can hardly 
be enumerated. This is not bad, but it 
must be remembered that with all this 
work the county is evem yet scarcely 
known in the prospector's sense. Those 
unacquainted with the country wuuld 
be amazed to l»»rn the comparatively 
insignificant portion of Esmeralda coun- 
ty, which has bad work dene on it, or 
which h»« even been examined. With 
all the interest now exhibited iii the 
country around Hawthorne, not one- 
tenth of the area within twenty miles 
has been even looked at except from a 
distance, and as thi* is at present per- 
haps the best prospected section on this 
coaat, it is easy to conjecture the extent 
of the unexplored land in the county. 


Tuscarora Bimes-Beview. 


Does the Carson Tribune think it is 


helping the Mint cause by abusing Sena- 
tor Fair? It is true that both he and 
Senator Jonas ought to have bee* at 
Washington at the opening of Congress 
preparing for the ..silver fight, bnt so far 
as tho Mint matter is concerned it is but 
justice to Senator Fair to say that he did 
all in his power to prevent its suspen- 
sion, and has since adopted all "jossible 
means to effect its re-opening. That 
thus far he has not been successful, we 
have the best reasons for believing, is 
no fault of his, ami the Tribune's abuse 
is therefore as unjust as it is impolitic.

After en- 
joying a good laugh at each other, the 
City Attorney, merchant and hotel keep- 
er waited upon Chief Jackson, who at 
once telegraphed to the Superintendent 
of the Asylum at Stockton for informa- 
tion. In a few moments therw came an 
answer to the effect that the party was 
an escape and must be returned at once 
to the anyluoi.
